We hare no daaire 
to earn aaoaef that wajr and do not 
Intend to load onnehren to aneh dirty 
bnalneas. Catholicism In America 
has done mneh for philanthropy and 
education, and Its cleniosynary in- 
Btltutlons lire iidiniiably conducled. 
The A. P. A, movement reminded us 
Jews too much of our own persecu- 
tions to give It much comfort. The 
Menace, rather than Catholicism, Is 
a menace to freedom of eonselenee 
aad the principle of religion.' "

J. U. D., Rector of the 
American College for young men 
oreDsrinc for the priesthood at 
Lou vain, Belgium, arrived in lyonis- 
vlUe sooner than expected, but 
nevertheless received a genuine Ken- 
tucky welcome. While here the 
noted churchman was the guest of 
Rer. B. H. Weatermann, paator of 
the Chnreb of the laaiaeulate Con- 
ception, who entertalaed with a ban- 
quet In his honor, at which were 
present Bishop O'Donaghue and 
many of the clergy. Father Weater- 
mann i« one of the oldest of the 
alumni of Louvain. Just before go- 
ing to dinner Mgr. De Becker dis- 
cussed his visit to thia country and 
expreaaed delist at belag la Loaia- 
ville, the cradle of the great InatHu- 
tion of which he is the head. He ex- 
pressed astonishment at the great- 
ness of the country, remarking that 1 
he has traveled for weeks and yet 
has not seen all of it While hero 
he visited the churches in charge 
of former students of Louvain, and 
also spent a day at Bardbtown. The 
American College at 'Louvain, of 
which Mgr. De iBecker Is Rector, Is 
a seminary for the education of 
young men for the priesthood.

This was perhaps the greatest 
week of all for Ireland, cabled the 
Hon. T. P. O'Connor. M. 1'., last 
Saturday It began with the rescue 
of the Liberal Ministry, and espe- 
cially of AaqnKh, from aa almoat 
irapoaaible poaltlon of the womaa'a 
suffrage qnaatlon. Thla reanit was 
largely due to Irlah Influence and 
the atem determination of the 
Liberal membera to allow nothing to 
Interfere with home rule. Harcourt's 
brilliant attack on Sir Kdward C.rey 
and Lloyd-Ceorge finally demon- 
strated the <orrectneBS of the Irish 
warning that the mixing up of the 
womaa'a quastlea with the fortunes 
of the Ministry woald make things 
impossible, and even the moat stub- 
born suffragettes in the Liberal 
party realized that this Internecine 
struggle among (lie Ministers had 
only to continue some three weeks 
and the Ministry would he smashed 
to smithereens and all the precious 
fortunea dependent on Ita existence. 
Accordingly every Uberal breathed 
freely again when even Qrey.and 
Lloyd-Qeorge raallaed the aitnatlon 
and the Cabinet unanimously agreed 
to withdraw from the ImpoMrible on 
Monday last. 

Sinnillaneoiisly began the debate 
on the home rule bill In the House 
of I..ord«. Nothing showed so 
plainly tbe practical destruction of 
the House of liorda aa the barrier

Never was there 
aa election fought with greater 
spirit , and more vehement energy. 
On both sides the voters cuuie long 
distances, and even the dying were 
brought up in blanketa and am- 
bulancea to vote, both aldea realising 
the hiatorlo aad far raaehlag Im- 
portance of the reanit at the praaaat 
erlala. During Thureday evoalag 
both Irishman and Toriea la the 
House of Commona received frequent 
telegrams forecasting the result. 
The Tories admitted defeat, but put 
down tbe .Nutloiialist majority at 
seven, while even the most sanguine 
Nationalist did not expect mora thaa 
forty. Whea tbe majority of flfty> 
sovea waa aaaounced both sidee 
ware ataggered and everybody recog- 
nised that the Derry election made 
a turning point In the long atrugglu. 
The Ulater cry got a smashing blow, 
aa the victory in Derry gives the 
Nationalists sevunteen to aixteen 
I'lster ineiMbers, thus showing even 
In Ulster the majority are on the 
aide of boaae rule. The Toriea now 
mournfully aekaowledge that evaa 
fickle fortune, which so often haa 
been uatavorable to Ir^aad la even

The Rev. Father Sdwla Drury, 
whose illnees was aotad laat week, 
paaaed peacefully to bla heavenly re- 
ward Sunday morning at St. Joseph's 
Infirmary. The sad news was every- 
where received with expressions of 
sincere sorrow and prayers for the 
repose of hia sonl. Father Dnirv 
was sixty-eight years old and was 
one of the most beloved priests In the 
Louisville dloceae. Dnrlag his long 
connection with Uils diocese Father 
Drury enjoyed a wide scope of re- 
ligious activity, having been pastor 
of churches In Knottsvllli', Chicago 
and Pewee Valley. In 1R!>:1 he gave 
up hiH pastorate In Pewee Valley to 
engage ijj Independent missionary 
work throughout the diocese. He 
eoatinned thia work antll 1900, 
when he was made chaplain of the 
lAiretto Academy In I.,oretto He was 
serving In this lapaclty at the time 
of his death. In addition to his re- 
ligious work Kallier Drury also 
founil time for i-xlenslve literary ef- 
fortB. He was a regular contributor 
to a number of magasines and also, 
was the author of several books, 
probably the beat known of which Is 
entitled "What the Church Teaches." 
This work baa been widely read, and 
three editions have been Issued. His 
latest work, "Lorelto Centennial 
Diacourses." waa recently publiahed. 

Father Drury la survived by one 
brother, Frank Drury, of Knottsville, 
and two nephews. Father Louia 
Spalding, of KnotUville, and Father 
0. Bray, pastor of the H'^ly Cross 
church, this city, who accompanied 
the remains to Lorelto, when they 
lay In state in the Immaculate Con- 
ception chapel until tbe funeral 
Tbu>aday Bteralag.

Last Wodnesday, Ash Wednesday, 
when the ashes were blessed and dis- 
tributed, the church entered upon 
the holy aeaaon of Lent. Aa all 
know, it ia a apeclal time of fast and 
abstinence eaUbllahed by oar holy- 
mother the church. In Imitation of 
the forty days' fast of our Bleaaed 
Lord, and to prepare ua for the 
Paschal communion. I'eriods ot fast 
and abstinence are commanded to 
enable us to strengthen our soul and 
restore Its dominion over tbe senses, 
to expiate our sins and to render to 
God homage for the beneflta Ha haa 
conferred upon ua. "The holy saaaoa 
of Lent Ib of great antiqnity, aad ia 
derived from the Apoatles. It baa 
always heen observed in every por- 
tion of the church. The first Chris- 
tian s kept a very strict faat, and 
gave In alms what they, retreated 
from their tablee. 

We should endeavor to apend tho 
holy season In the proper spirit and 
piepare for our Paschal duties. We 
must seek to expiate our ains by pen* 
ance proportionate to their number 
and grievousness. To this end the 
church exhorts us without ceaaing 
during Lent, by giving the moat 
beautiful Inatructlons, to animate 
our confidence and make na eatar 
Into ourselves. Wa find these In- 
structions particularly In the gospels 
of Lent. The first Sunday of Lent 
the church shows ua Jeaus Christ ia 
the desert praying and fasting. On 
the second Sunday she apeaka to ua 
of heaven, which will be the recom- 
pense of the truly penitent. On the 
third Sunday aha deplete the an- 
bappy atata of Bin to induce as to 
quit It; and on the fourth, ehe holds 
np to our view the holy communion. 
In which we shotili! all participate. 
Tho last fifteen days of Lent ar* 
consecrated to the Pa saloj 

church, in the goapel of eaeh dayV 
rehearaaa tha baaeflta aad tho mMK 
atrlking adraelaa of ovr Savior, aaA 
the injuatlce of the Jews, who sontfit 
to put Htm to death. On Friday, 
before the passion, she celebrataa 
the Seven l>o1ors of the BleSBOd 
Virgin, whose heart was plejrced wHh 
sorrow on seeing the treatmaal 
which ber Divine Bon suffered. 

The last week of Lent ia ealla# 
Holy Week on acconnt of tha graiB* 
ness and grandeur and holiness of 
the mysteries the church presents to 
lis and the holiness she requires of 
us. Therefore we should all seek to 
spend this season In the moat 
recollected manner, abiding by the 
regul^tlona of tao ohnrch and pre- 
parlw fpr tha Broat duty of oar 
Eaarer eemaabatea. 

The aolemn faat observed by Cath- 
olics in preparation for Gaater, and 
called "Ijont" from an Anglo-Saxon 
*ord signifying spring, though easily 
traced back to Apoatolic tlmea, va- 
ried at firat both In length and la 
severity. So late aa tbe poatifloata 
of 6t. Gregory the Great A. D. lOB) 
the Roman Lent laated alz weoha 
only; giving therefore to this exer- 
cise of penan<e (Sun<lay8 being ex- 
cluded) thirty-six days, that la a 
tithe or tenth part of the year. Thia 
older discipline atlil obtains at 
Milan; but the obaarvlag. after the 
exnmple set us by oar Lord Himself, 
of a Lent of forty fasting days, haa 
long since become practically uni- 
versal in the Catholic church. Hence 
the Wednesday of the seventh week 
before Faster, which we know _ as 
Aah Wednesday, haa kaaoaa tha 

day of Lent.
